Mr. Benjamin Lane Smith attended University of Illinois, Massachusetts Institute of Technology and Fontainebleau School of Fine Arts. 
He was awarded the A. W. Brown Travelling Fellowship in 1932-33. He was employed in Chicago, Washington, D. C. and then joined the 
firm of Voorhees, Gmelin & Walker in New York. He became a principal in 1945. 


Five professional societies composed of architects, 
landscape architects, mural painters, sculptors and_in- 
terior eat have joined in a plan to build a pro- 
fessional club to house the administrative offices of their 
separate societies and provide common club facilities for 
their memberships. The club is to-be run by a paid man- 
ager who will report to an executive committee com- 
posed.of representatives of the various societies, 

A site has been obtained on an old residential street 
in a large city; it is within walking distance of the busi- 
ness section. Within the last few years several of the other 
houses in the block have been converted for use by. other 
clubs and organizations. The existing buildings, though 
from thirty to fifty years old, are considered by most 
architects to be in good character and have been well 
maintained. 

The site is a level, vacant, interior plot 100" x 100° on 
the north side of the street. It is adjoined along both side 
lot lines by four-story residences. The property to the 
rear is improved’ with residential buildings which have 
garden spaces approximately 40' deep adjoining the 
rear of the site. The zoning ordinance permits a maxi- 
mum coverage of 80% of the property; with this limi- 
tation, the building may be located anywhere on the 
lot. The building ordinance requires for exit purposes two 
enclosed stairways extending from the roof to the street. 
Because of limited funds athletic facilities and sleeping 
quarters, normally found in. such clubs, will not be pro- 
vided. 

The following is a list of the requirements: 
|. Entrance Lobby with waiting space for guests of club 

members; attendant's desk; office for the Business 
manager of the club; check rooms; toilet facilities 
and telephones. 

2. Exhibition Gallery of about 5,000 sq. ft. where the 
various: societies will hold exhibits. When not in use 
by the societies this exhibition room will be leased 
to individual artists or others, for their own shows. 
The gallery will be open to the general public much 
of the time but it is desirable that public traffic 
should not interfere with, or inconvenience, the club 
members. Space is to be provided in the basement 
for the unpacking and storage of crates in connection 
with, exhibits. 


3. Dining Room to seat approximately 175 persons and 
two private dining rooms, which may be thrown to- 
gether, each seating about |5 persons. The dining 
room will be used principally to serve luncheon and 
will be open to all members and their guests at this 
time. The room will be used in the evening only for 
the various society dinner meetings, since no audi- 
torium is being provided. It should be designed to be 
acoustically suitable for lectures and speeches. Ade- 
quate kitchen facilities should be provided. 

4. Bar and Cocktail Lounge. Since this facility accounts 
for a substantial part of the revenue of the club its 
location should be well. considered: to be inviting 
and attractive and yet not so located as to disturb 
other functions of the club. 

5. Lounge Room and Adjoining Library to house the joint 
collections of the various societies. This consists of 
some 20,000 volumes to be kept in open shelves. 

6. Five Separate Office Suites for the various societies, 
each consisting of a room for the executive secretary 
lapprexitpately 300 sq. ft), where members may 
gather in small groups and an adjoining workroom 
office for files, two stenographers and treasurer. 

7. Three Meeting Rooms, each to accommodate 14 
persons. These will be used by the various societies 
for committee meetings, etc. 

8. Adequate Toilets shall be provided throughout the 
building. A separate service entrance from the street 
and passenger and freight elevators shall also be pro- 
vided. 

Mechanical equipment, maintenance shops, storage, 
etc., are to be placed in the basement.

THE PROGRAM STATED THAT PUBLIC TRAFFIC SHOULD NOT INTERFERE WITH CLUB 
MEMBERS = THIS WAS ACHIEVED BY PLACING THE EXHIBITION GALLERY ON THE MAIN FLOOR 
WtTH DIRECT ACCESS FROM THE STREET. WHETHER ENTRY TO THE GALLERY WAS COMBINED 
WITH OR SEPARATED FROM THE CLUB ENTRANCE WAS NOT ESSENTIAL; HOWEVER, IT WAS 
IMPORTANT THAT ONCE INSIDE THE MAIN ENTRANCE A SEPARATION WOULD BE APPARENT 
SO THAT EACH GROUP COULD GO ITS OWN WAY. THIS CIRCULATION PROBLEM 4S OFSCUSSED 
FURTHER UNDER THE CRETICISMS OF THE PUBLISHED PROBLEMS. 


PLACEMENT OF THE DINING ROOM ON ANY OF THE FOUR FLOORS WAS FEASIBLE ON THE 
THEORY THAT A PRIVATE CLUB MAY DESTtRE A REMOTE LOCATION FOR PURPOSES OF QUIET 
AND LEISURELY DINING. FIRST ANO/OR SECOND FLOOR LOCATION HAD THE ADVANTAGE OF 
QUICKER AVAILABILITY AND THE POSSIBILITY OF LOOKING ONTO THE FIRST FLOOR 
EXHIBITION AREA AND GARDENS, 


City SITES INFREQUENTLY OFFER AN OPEN GREEN AREA; THEREFORE, THE USE OF 
THE 40' DEEP REAR GARDEN WAS CONSIDERED AN IMPORTANT ELEMENT IN THE SOLUTION 
OF THE PROBLEM. THIS COULD BE ACCOMPLISHED BY TURNING THE MOST POPULATED AND 
MOST FREQUENTED ROOMS TOWARD THE REAR AND 8Y PLACING THE LONG AXIS OF MAJOR 
ROOMS PARALLEL TO THE GARDENS, 


AN EVER PRESENT PROBLEM OF CONTEMPORARY ARCHITECTURE CAME UP FOR {TS 
INEVITABLE O1SCUSSION WHEN THE SUBJECT OF ELEVATIONS WAS INTRODUCED, SOME JURY 
MEMBERS SUPPORTEOD THE PREMISE THAT ANY MULTI“STORY, SEMI~PUBLIC CITY BUILDING 
OF SMALL TO MEDIUM SIZE 1S INDISTINGUISHABLE FROM ANY OTHER OF THE SAME SCALE, 
[.€., A SMALL LIBRARY, HEALTH CENTRE, CLUB, SEMI=PRIVATE OFFICE, ETC. CAN A 
STUDENT SELECT A CURRENT DESIGN PROBLEM, REMOVE THE TITLE, ANO HAVE AN OUTSIDE 
DESIGNER IDENTIFY 1TS USE? LOOK THROUGH THE PROFESSIONAL MAGAZINES: WITH THE 
EXCEPTION OF HOUSES, STORES AND SKYSCRAPERS CAN ONE OIJSTINGUISH BETWEEN SMALL 
BUILDINGS? THIS tS A SERIOUS PROBLEM THAT CONFRONTS NOT ONLY STUDENTS BUT ALSO 
THOSE ARCHITECTS WHOSE PRACTICE 1S CONTEMPORARY ARCHITECTURE, 


GOUDEKET, WM.: FIRST MEDAL - SEPARATED ADROITLY THE TWO TYPES OF TRAFFIC 
WITH THE PUBLIC ENTERING THE EXHIBITION GALLERY DIRECTLY WHILE CLUB MEMBERS, 
ENTERING THROUGH THE SAME DOOR, TURNED IMMEDIATELY LEFT AND DOWN A FEW STEPS 
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INTO A WELL REMOVED MAIN FLOOR LOBBY, THE FEW STEPS PROVIDED A PHYSICAL AND 
VISUAL SEPARATION BETWEEN PUBLIC AND PRIVATE AREAS, THE SIMPLE FORM OF THE 
EXHIBITION GALLERY ALLOWED FOR AN ORDERLY FLOW OF SPECTATORS. CLUB MEMBERS 
PROCEEDED VIA STAIRS OR ELEVATORS TO OFFICES ANO MEETING ROOMS, OR BY ELEVATOR 
TO THE THIRD FLOOR COMBINATION LOUNGE AND LIBRARY WHICH OPENED ONTO AN 
ADEQUATELY SIZED TERRACE OVERLOOKING THE GARDENS WHICH ADJOINED THE REAR OF THE 
PLOT; SIMILARLY THE FOURTH FLOOR DINING ROOM OVERLOOKED THE SAME REAR GARDENS. 
THE PLAN PLACEO THE COCKTAIL LOUNGE AND THE LIMITED-USE MEETING ROOMS ON THE 
STREET SIDE, SINCE THESE ROOMS DO NOT REQUIRE A VIEW, SEPARATION OF THE PRIVATE 
DINING ROOMS FROM THE MAIN DINING ROOM WAS NOT OBJECTIONABLE, BECAUSE IN THIS 
PARTI THEY BENEFITTED BY THE GOOD REAR VIEW, THE BAR AREA WAS ONE OF FEW THAT 
HAD FORM, RATHER THAN A VAGUE OPEN AREA PLUS A SCATTERING OF FURNITURE. THE 
SIMPLE ELEVATION REALIZED THE VALUE OF A REPEAT AND INTRODUCED INTEREST BY 
EXPRESSION OF THE TOP FLOOR CLUB ROOMS, STUDY SHOULD HAVE RELOCATED THE SLANT= 
ING WALLS OF THE MEETING ROOMS SO THAT THEIR ENTRANCES WOULD NOT HAVE BEEN 
INTERRUPTED BY THOSE FREE STANDING COLUMNS. 


E!DSMORE, L.M., SECOND MEDAL: A SECOND FLOOR EXHIBITION GALLERY INTRODUCES 
A DIFFICULTY IN SEPARATING PRIVATE AND PUBLIC TRAFFIC FLOW. THIS PROBLEM 
HANDLED SUCH A PARTI BETTER THAN OTHERS BUT IT WAS WEAK BECAUSE THE DINING ROOM 
HAD NOT BEEN SUFFICIENTLY SCREENED FROM THE PUBLIC. CLUB MEMBERS ARRIVED AND 
COULD GO DIRECTLY TO THE DINING ROOM; PUBLIC VISITORS ARRIVED ANDO COULD ASCEND 
THE RAMP TO THE EXHIBITION GALLERY BUT ALSO WOULD BE TEMPTED TO APPROACH THE 
DINING ROOM TOWARD THE REAR ON THE FIRST FLOOR. THIS COULD HAVE BEEN O8VIATED 
BY A SCREEN, A COUNTER, A PARTIAL WALL OR A CHANGE IN LEVEL; OTHERWISE THE 
PROBLEM WAS EXCELLENT, THE DINING ROOM AND COCKTAIL LOUNGE WERE PLACED TO TAKE 
ADVANTAGE OF THE REAR GARDEN VIEW; SERVICE WAS DIRECT; THE MEMBERS' LOBBY AND 
WAITING SPACE WITH ITS SEPARATE ENTRANCE WAS HANDLED ABLY. THE EXHIBITION HALL 
WAS SIMPLE AND WELL LIGHTED; INDICATION OF EXHIBITS WAS SUFFICIENT TO REMOVE 
ANY QUESTION THAT THE ROOM WOULD BE BARN-LIKE. THIRO FLOOR OFFICES, USED DAILY, 
PROPERLY FACED THE REAR VIEW AND 1TS ACCOMPANYING QUIET, WHILE ON THE SAME FLOOR 
THE MEETING ROOMS, INFREQUENTLY USED, FACEO THE STREET, ARRANGEMENT OF THE 
FOURTH FLOOR LIBRARY AND LOUNGE AFFORDED FULL FLEXIBILITY. THE ELEVATION MASSES 
WERE SIMPLE AND POSSESSED SUFFICIENT VARIETY IN MOVEMENT TO CREATE COMPOSITION, 
HAD THE GLASS CAGE ENCLOSING THE RAMP BEEN RAISED TO THE TOP OF THE LOUVRES IT 
WOULD HAVE TIED-IN WITH THE BOTTOM OF THE THIRD AND FOURTH FLOOR WINDOWS THUS 
ELIMINATING THE SHORT HEIGHT LOUVRES. THIS WOULD HAVE BEEN OVERCOME HAD THE 
DESIGNER MATCHED ELEVATION TO SECTION. 


BISHOP, E.E., SECOND MEDAL ~ THIS PROBLEM WASTED NO TIME BRINGING THE 
PUBLIC DIRECTLY INTO THE FIRST FLOOR GALLERY, BUT IT DID NOT HANDLE THE 
SEPARATION OF CLUB MEMBERS FROM THE PUBLIC AS ADROITLY AS O10 THE FIRST MEDAL 
PROBLEM. SECOND FLOOR MAIN ANO PRIVATE DINING WAS WELL LINKED, THE LOUNGE AND 
BAR AREA WAS EXCESSIVE ANO THE CASUAL ARRANGEMENT OF THE FURNITURE 01D NOT 
RESEMBLE ARCHITECTURAL PLANNING. THI#tRO AND FOURTH FLOORS WORKED, HOWEVER THE 
FOURTH FLOOR MEETING ROOM AND LIBRARY SHOULD HAVE BEEN REVERSED SO THAT THE 
LIBRARY WOULD HAVE HAD THE ADVANTAGE OF THE GARDEN QUIET. 


PAUL, H.J., SECOND MEDAL ~ THIS PROBLEM USED A TWO-LEVEL EXHIBITION GALLERY, 
THE UPPER GALLERY BEING A MEZZANINE. WHILE SUCH A SPLIT WAS ACCEPTABLE ITS 
DISADVANTAGE WAS THAT THE MEZZANINE AREA MIGHT BETTER HAVE REMAINED ON THE FIRST 
FLOOR IN PLACE OF THE COCKTAIL BAR, THEREBY SHIFTING THE COCKTAIL BAR ADJACENT 
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TO THE THIRO FLOOR DINING ROOM OR FOURTH FLOOR LOUNGE. SPLITTING THE MEETING 
ROOMS BETWEEN SECOND, THIRD AND FOURTH FLOORS WAS AS UNDESIRABLE AS WAS THE 
SIMILAR SPLITTING OF WORKROOMS AND OFFICES. 


JORDAN, J., SECOND MEOAL = SEPARATION OF PUBLIC VISITORS ANDO CLUB MEMBERS 
WAS WELL HANDLED AT THE ENTRANCE; SECOND FLOOR COMMENDED FOR THE ASSOCIATION 
BETWEEN OINING ROOM, PASSAGES, COCKTAIL BAR ANO OPEN WELLS, THE BUILDING HAD 
AN AIRY QUALITY NOT FOUND IN ANY OTHER PROBLEM, THE JURY WAS WILLING TO 
OVERLOOK THE FEATURED RAMP WHICH BESPOKE OF A MAIN FLOW OF TRAFFIC BUT WHICH 
ONLY SERVED MEMBERS DESCENDING FROM THE SECOND FLOOR DINING ROOM, THIRD AND 
FOURTH FLOORS IGNORED THE REAR VIEW AND GARDENS; THE CONSTANTLY USED LOUNGE HAD 
A LIMITED VIEW THROUGH 1TS SHORT ENO, THE INFREQUENTLY USED MEETING ROOMS HAD 
AN OBLIQUE VIEW, ANO THE LIBRARY, WHICH REQUIRES LIGHT BUT NO VIEW, HAD THE 
BEST VIEW. EXCHANGE OF LOUNGE AND LIBRARY WOULD HAVE BEEN AN |MPROVEMENT, 
AXIS OF THE FOURTH FLOOR OFFICES WAS OPPOSED TO THE ADVANTAGES OF THE PLOT BY 
IGNORING THE GARDENS AND CHOOSING TO FACE AN ADJACENT PARTY WALL ACROSS THE COURT.

CLASS B PROBLEM VI—A DRESS SPECIALTIES ESTABLISHMENT 
Author — Arthur S. Douglass, Jr., New York, N. Y.

PURPOSE 

This ‘problem \is intended as a study in vertical’ organi- 
zation, ona typical city lot between party walls. empha- 
sizing an intimate and luxurious character both outside 
and inside the building. 


PLOT 

A’ noted couturiére desires a building expressive of 
her exclusive establishment and has selected a site on the 
south side of an east-west boulevard which is.a center for 
quality stores. The lot has 28 feet of frontage and is 76 
feet deep; there are adjacent five-story buildings the full 
length ot both seventy-six foot property lines. There is a 
rear alley available for deliveries. The Building Code per- 
mits 100 per cent coverage. The number of floors is to 
be determined by student—however, maximum dimension 
a street level to top of roof slabrshall not exceed 70 
eet. 


REQUIREMENTS: (Given areas are approximate) 

J. Entrance and ground floor display window. 

2. Display and sale of accessories, i.e. handbags, gloves, 
jewelry, etc., 750 sq. ft. 

3. Main dress salon, 750 sq. ft.—for showing and sale 
of ready-made clothes. No hanging fixtures or racks 
are to be provided in this salon since all. dresses will 
be displayed by mannequins. Provide an effective 
entrance and display plattorm for mannequins: use at 

é' preview showings. 

4, Small salon, 150 sq. ft—for private showings to 
those who may order custom designs. 

5. The following Pacilities should be associated with the 
main-and small salons: 

a) Mannequin dressing room, 100 sq. ft. 
i Active storage or stockroom for both ready-made 
clothes and sample bolts of fabric, 225 sq. ft. 
| Two fitting rooms at 90 sq. ff. each. 
) One fitting room at 180 sq. ft. 
-.. Each fitting room is to have an adjacent private 
dressing room of 45 sq. ft. 

6.. Owner's office-studio, 625 sq. ft. This is a dual-pur- 
pose area: an office for general business and a de- 

_ sign studio to be used by the owner and one or two 
assistants. Studio work space is to be arranged with 
necessary sketch tables and storage facilities for 
books and plates of costume history, fabric swatches, 
etc. It is required that the studio and office shall 
function either as one room or, when the owner de- 
sires privacy, as two. Access to the office-studio shall 


be from a general hallway and also from the office 
of the owner's secretary. 

7. Office for owner's secretary, 200 sq. ft. This will also 
serve as a reception and waiting room. 

8. Accounting and general office, 200 sq. ft. 

9. Work Areas totalling 2600 sq. ft. 

Work proceeds in the following sequence: A) 
paper and muslin pattern cutting, B) fabric cutting, 
C) basting, D) seaming, E) finishing, ie. embroidery, 
beading, etc., F) final alterations. 

Each of the above six areas is. approximately equal. 
Work tables for these areas are 36 inches deep and 
of any convenient length, depending only upon an 
efficient production layout. It is not required that 
the total 2600 sq. ft. be on one floor. 

10, Storage for requirement 9 may be arranged in sepa- 
rate areas but shall total 500 sq. ft. 

1. Shipping and receiving room with adjacent office 
totalling 250 sq. ft. 

12. Adequate toilets for clientele on all public floors and 
for personnel totalling 24 women and 4 men, on work 
floors. ; 

13. Two.enclosed fire stairways are required. Additional 
pen architecturally featured stairs may also be 
used, 

14. Corridors, foyers, vestibules, etc., as needed; pas- 
senger elevator; freight elevator. The building is to 
be tully air-conditioned, with all mechanical equip- 
ment in basement.

|. All floor plans (except basement and roof) at !/g" to 
the foot, showing: 

A) Furniture in requirements #2, 3, 6. 

B) Table layout in requirement #9 to be labeled in

A) The section shall be taken so as to show interior 
to best advantage; it need not be taken on the 
same. cut through each floor but the cut line must 
be clearly indicated on each plan. 

B) Principal rooms to be rendered in color to indi- 
cate decorative treatment.

ALTHOUGH THIS PROBLEM WAS A OIFFICULT ONE BECAUSE OF THE RESTRICTIONS 
tMPOSED BY THE NARROWNESS OF THE LOT AND THE ORGANIZATION OF THE VERTICAL 
CIRCULATION, THE JURY FELT THAT THE CALIBRE OF THE SOLUTIONS WAS DISAPPOINTING. 


THE STUDENTS !GNORED CERTAIN BASIC PRINCIPLES IN THE DESIGN OF A 
MERCHANDISING ESTABLISHMENT. FOR EXAMPLE, THE USE OF A SIMPLE AND DIRECT 
ENTRANCE TREATMENT WAS IGNORED ANO THERE WERE EVIDENT ATTEMPTS TO ACHIEVE A 
"TRICKY" EFFECT WHICH IN A NARROW LOT ONLY COMPLICATED CIRCULATION AND IMPARTED 
A CLUTTERED EFFECT. 


THERE WAS NO REALLY EFFECTIVE TREATMENT OF THE MAIN DRESS SALON, NOR WAS 
THE ACCESS TO THIS AREA WELL WORKED OUT. THE RELATION OF THE ELEVATOR AND 
STAIRS TO THIS IMPORTANT OEPARTMENT WAS USUALLY AWKWARD AND INDIRECT. IN 
ADDITION, ORESSING ROOMS AND OTHER RELATIVELY UNIMPORTANT ELEMENTS WERE so 
BADLY LOCATED THAT THE COMPETITORS WERE UNABLE TO ACHIEVE A CLEAN, OPEN PLAN, 


IN ADDITION TO THE PLANNING DEFICIENCIES EVIDENT, THE INTERIORS AND 
ELEVATIONS WERE NOT WELL STUDIED, NOR WERE THEY EXECUTED IN A MANNER DESIRABLE 
iN AN ESTABLISHMENT OF THIS TYPE. 

DESPITE THE DIFFICULTY OF THE PROBLEM, THE JURY FELT THAT A MORE ftNTENSIVE 
STUDY OF THE PLAN, BASED ON CAREFUL OBSERVATIONS OF EXISTING MERCHANDISING 
ESTABLISHMENTS, WOULD HAVE PROOUCED BETTER RESULTS.

Mr. Vanderpool received his architectural training at Princeton University, obtaining his M.F.A. in 1940. Prior to opening his own office 
for architectural practice in April 1948 he was employed by John H. and Wilson C. Ely, Newark, N. J., Geo. A. Fuller and Merritt Chap- 


man Scott Corp., Skidmore, Owings and Merrill, all of New York. 


The building of a small riding academy is being con- 
sidered by a group of well-to-do equestrians living in 
the country some twenty or thirty miles from one of our 
larger cities. The group owns a large, relatively level 
piece of property on the north side of a minor road 
running approximately east and west and propose to 
build their academy on it. Emphasis will be placed on 
the relationship of the various Duildings one to another 
and on the circulation of people, horses, autos, and serv- 
ice vehicles in and around the academy buildings and 
adjacent yards. 


REQUIREMENTS: 


I. A stable to include stalls for 24 horses (12 individual 
tie stalls, 5' x 10'6"; 12 box stalls, 10°6" x 10'6"), a 
service room (100 sq. ft.) and a wash box (100 sq. #t.). 
It is important that this stable have at least two exits 
to the outside and that it be well lighted and venti- 
lated by natural means.

Author — Ivan Mestrovic, Syracuse, N. Y. 


Ivan Mestrovic, born in Dalmatia in 1883, showed an interest in sculpture at a very early age. He studied in Vienna and Paris, where 
he attracted the approving notice of Rodin. 

Since his first Parisian exhibition at the age of 19, Mr. Mestrovic has been represented in twenty-nine exhibitions in Europe and this 
country, in more than twenty museums, in all media and at all scales. 

Mr. Mestrovic, now a professor in the College of Fine Arts at Syracuse University, established his permanent residence in America 
in 1947, He has exerted a notable influence on the art of our time and continues at Syracuse the two activities which he most prefers, sculp- 


ture and teaching. 


GENERAL 


It is generally desirable for creative designers in a field 
such as Architecture to be familiar with the problems and 
procedures of designers in related fields. In an exercise 
of this type, the objectives are to obtain experience with 
a design unit of small dimensions, and familiarity with the 
limitations of low relief. Within the limits of low relief, the 
designer will also learn to recognize and develop plastic 
qualities which are the constant preoccupation of sculp- 
tors in their work. 


THE. PROBLEM 


To stimulate community consciousness among its mem- 
bers an architectural society has decided to award an 
annual medal to the local firm of architects which has 
demonstrated, by some executed work, consideration for 
neighborhood and surroundings, as well as functional and 
aesthetic qualities in the building itself. Since this award 
is to be made to a firm of architects it is desirable that 
it be of suitable size for wall or desk mounting in an office 
or conference room of the organization. 


The medal will be cast in bronze and should not exceed 
5" in any dimension. It will have an obverse or principal 
surface bearing an appropriate composition and the year 
(1950) and a reverse surface bearing the name of the 
office to which presentation will be made. The name of 
the awarding society, ‘New City Architectural Club," 
may appear on either face.

ORIGINALITY 1N CONCEPT. MOST OF THE DESIGNS HAD LITTLE OR NO BEARING ON WHAT 
TH1S MEDAL WAS TO SYMBOLIZE. THE MATTER OF HANGING AND DISPLAYING ALSO SEEMED 
TO BE TREATED AS AN AFTER THOUGHT IN MANY INSTANCES.
